With drums thundering and

Ambassador Ricardo Poeyrredon of 
Argentina, attending Sir George Williams' 
Latin American Seminar lost November, 
expressed the desire that Conado become 
q member of the Organization of American 
States (OAS). Even from the countries of 
OAS who consistently vofe in opposition to 
the US (Mexico, Uruguay, Chile, Ecuador 
and Peru) also comes the wish that Canada 
join the organization. 

Throughout Latin America . informed 
opinion is that Canada could be a counter- 
weight to the overriding US voice in the 
OAS. In fact it. is the rote that Canada 



In Chile there is widespread feeling 
that the . OAS is in. crisis. Instead of a 
political, economic and' social partnership 
as outlined in the OAS Charter the organiz- 
ation has become an instrument to forward 
the- political^ and economic desires of the 
United States. Canada, it is felt, could help 
to restore the original ideals of the OAS. 
But some critics believe that it is already 
too late. They point out that a new concept 
leading to eventual economic and "political" 
' integration of Latin America is needed. This 
new concept would hove to be one of 20 
American partners, ; rather Jhqn^th^ of a 
giant facing a bail(afr|zec|^erT^ 

External Affairs Minister Martin, in on 
Interview with Le Devoir, played down the 



Importance of Canada establishing institu- 
tional ties with Latin America, pointing out 
that "we maintain diplomatic relations with 
all countries of the OAS and have the 
opportunijy of a continuing exchange of 
views on all questions of common interest". 

It may appear that by slaying out of 
the OAS we hove not lost anything ~ but 
we have- not contributed anything either; 
and Canada's image in Latin America is a 
source of disappointment. 

Even ;though not committing ourselves 
we have' shown little signs of interest in 
Latin America. This seems to reflect the 
stereotype picture in Anglo-Saxon mytho- 
logy of the Latin as being most suitably 
cost in the role of the corrupted dictator, 
as is so evident from the latest T.V. spy 
series barrage. 

Where the informed Québécois would 
comprehend Latin America's ideals and 
aims — visiting Latin America he realises 
. that he also is a Latin of America — English 
Canada brushes off Latin America as a 
nuisance to be placated. And it is English 
' Canoda, and it olone, that voices our 
foreign policy, in Latin America as well as 
elsewhere. 

Could it be then that Cdndda's foreign 
policy, in this area at least, would benefit 
were French Canada consulted?

We all know that both in the 
past :'and in the present the 
do.vhtrodden people in colonial 
I:nds have shed their blood as 
a consequence of colonial ar- 
rogance. 1 don't wish to en- 
tertain such a possibility in 
Canada. Yet I can imacinc that 
bloodshed could occur in a de- 
mocratic country whose only 
answer to the demands ot the . 
discontented is arrogance and 
more arrogance. 

In the light ot this possibility 
— however remote it may be — 
the editor has, perhaps, done 
English Canadians in general 
and McGillians in particular a 
service. As to what political 
views he holds, that is hardly 
relevant. In my belief it Is the 
duty of a man of his calibre 
. to point to any defect in society 
in the hope of fostering a vital 
social consciousness.
